So he divideth the whole Sphere of the World into T'wo 
Parts, even that he leaveth the one half Sphere above the 
Earth, and the other half- Sphere underneath the Earth.

ing, fo that this Diameter is not paſſing a Thouſand Fur- 
The Horizon that is imagined by 
Underſtanding, is for the Speculation of the Sphere of 
the fixed Stars, and divideth the whole World into two 
Parts. Wherefore there is not the ſame Horizon through- 
out every Habitation and Town, but to a Man's. thinking 
it remaineth the ſame, for the Space of Four Hundred 
Furlongs almoſt.

© Wherefore that we ſee it, before we hear the Thunder, 
may be aſeribed either to the Quickneſs of our Sight, that 
preventeth our Hearing, or elle to the ſwiſt moving of the 
Fire and the Light thereof to our Eyes, and the flow 
moving of the Sound unto our Ears and Hearing, Theſe 
three Kinds of Lightnings are more fearful than hurtſul, 
but the fourth ſeldom paſſeth without doing ſome Damage.

HE Firſt is dry, which burneth not to be ſelt, 
but divideth, and appeareth with wonderful Swifte 
neſs. For being ſubtil and pare, it paſſeth thro? the Pores 
of any Thing, be they never fo mall, and ſuch Things 
as give place unto it, it hurteth not, but ſuch 'Fhings as 
reſiſt, it divideth and pierceth. For it will melt Money 


in Mens Purſes, the Purſes being whole and un-harmed. 
Yea, it will melt a Sword in the Scabbard, and not hurt
